HUDSON’S BAY RAILWAY. 

At first hint the news that an arrange- 
ment has been arrived at between the Hud- 
son's Bay tailway company and the govern- 
ment of Manitoba whereby the early com- 
pletion of a line from Winnipeg to Churchill 
on Hudson’s Bay is practically assured does 
not appear to have any immediate bearing 
on the intetests of this remote distriet of the 
Northwest. But a little study of the sub- 
ject will prove the contrary, To no part of 
the whole Northwest isan outlet by way of 
Hudson's Bay of mae importance than to 
this. Not even Manitoba, which is sv muni- 
ficently bonusing the project. Of course 
the railway line between Winnipeg and Hud- 
son's Bay will not in itself do the Edmonton 
district any great good. But the road from 
Winnipeg will Cover a great deal of ground 
that will becommon to a line from the Upper 
Saskatchéwan, and would firmly establish 
the favorable facta regarding the posssibility 
of the profitable navigation of Hudson's Bay, 
the doubt regarding which has so long stood 
in the way of the scheme even miore than 
the barrennese of the region which the road 
would traverse throughout the greater part 
of ite length, or the difficulties or expense of 
construction, Those of us who favor the 
Hudson’s Bay railway project miay talk as 
we please, but its final miccess ia still an 
open question, Once the question is setticd 
favorably contributory schemes to develop 
ite full benefits will never lack for capital. 
The Manitoba government has come forward 
and assumed the responability and expense 
of settling the question, and is therefore en- 
titled to the thanks of the people of the 
whole Northwest; justas it was for its action 
whereby the Northwest railway monopoly 
was done away with. At the time of that 
agitation the attempt was made to convince 
the people that it was strictly a Winnipeg 
matter, or at most a Manitoba matter. But 
to the settlement of that question adcording 
to the contentions of the Manitoba goverii 
ment the railway extensions which have 
since been made in the Tertitories—of which 
the Edmonton district already feels the great 
benefit—are chiefly due. So in thie case of 
the Hudson's Bay road, Winnipeg and Mani- 
toba in helping themselves are helping us, 
even more than themselves, By way of 
Churchill grain from Winnipeg would reach 
salt water in say 700 miles as compared with 
1,800 miles by way of Montreal, a saving to 
Winnipeg of 600 miles of haul, But suppos- 
ing that road to be built by way of the Grand 
rapids of the Saskatchewan, and a connect- 
ing line built from the Grand rapids through 
the almost universally fertile region along 
the Saskatchewan by way of Prince Albert 
and Edmonton this place which is now 2,360 
miles from ocean navigation at Montreal 
would be nearer Ohurchill than Winnipeg 
isnow to Montreal, and would only be some 
360 miles further than Winnipeg itself, The 
saving in distance to Kdmonton in reaching 
ocean navigation would be about 1,300 miles 
as against 600 miles saved by Winnipeg, But 
amere table of gomparative distances does 
not give the best idea of the importance of 
the shorter 1oute, By the preseat route 
the railway haul is so long that this district 
cannot profitably raise and export wheat to 
Europe. We are favorably situated for com- 
manding the Pacific market for wheat and 
flour but we are out of range of the European 
market. The Hudsoa’s Bay route would 
bring this extreme northwesterly settlement 
of the Territories as well within reach of the 
European market as the extreme southeast- 
erly settlement is now. The full meaning 
Of this difference is difficult to realige,it is so 
great.
